The main points of dispute that have now resulted in the 
disruption of the negouatloos are two: Egypt's demand to 
link the peace treaty to progress on the ftkstine issue and 
isracl's counter demand that Egypt should forego its Aiab 
commitnients on dgning the treaty. The Isradi position may 
be >4ewed as a reaction to the Egyptian demand but it is strll 
soious oxiugb. As to Eg}^7C, the linkage probietn, which 
crof^»ed up on the first day of the peace negotiations, is ia

City of death?

SAN FRANCISCO — 

For decades, this city by 
the bay has lured millions with 
its panoramic vistas, quaint 
nei^boiiioods and wideopen 
lifestyles. But today this West- 
ern haven is shocked by a ser- 
ies' of acts of violence un- 
paralleled in recent American 
bistotry. 

In tbe last two weeks, San 
Francisco has lost iis mayor, 
a supervisor and a oAce-power- 
fuj> activist minister who led 
virtually his entire congregation 
into a macabre act of mass 
self-destruction.

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Bonn’s anger with Belgrade

BONN — 

The West German govern- 
ment is furious with the Com- 
munist r^^e in Yugoslavia, 
which, until a few months ago, 
was bting praised in Bonn for 
demonstrating what could be 
achieved between East and 
West in the area of internatio- 
nal security. 

In May, following a tip-off 
from the German police, four 
top terrorist suspects of the 
Baader-Meiahof gang were ar- 
rested in Yugoslavia. Tbe 
papers in Germany were full 
ol tbe story at the time and 
there was mu^ talk about a 
breakthrough in iniemational 
cooperation against terrorism. 

Iben. last month, without 
wamixig. tbe four were releas- 
ed and flown to a destination 
of their choice. An olSdai 
statemeat from Belgrade said 
siizi{dy that this action bad 
been taken because, in tbe 
opinion of the Yugoslav courts, 
there bad not been suScieat 
evidence a^ost the suspects to 
justify- their extradition. 

In fact, what the Yugoelavs 
were almost certmifiy doing was 
exacting tbdr revenge on Bonn 
for not handing over eight 
leading Croatian nationalists 
currently living in exile in the 
Federal Republic. 

Belgrade had made it clear 
right* fr o m the begtoniag of the 
affoir that it e)^l6Cted an ex- 
change to take ^ce and was 
reportedly outtaged wten 
Chao^lor Helmut Schmidt 
said that the question of the 
Croatiaos was not political but 
waa for tbe courts to decide. 
The courts duly ruled chat the 
eight should not be extradited 
— though some have been dealt 
with in Germany for offences 
. committed here and gave as 
their reason a lack of sufficient 
evidence. 

The Yugoslavs, quite cynical- 
ly it would seem, have since 


turned this judgement against 
the Germans and have spied 
the four wanted terrorists on 
their way, not even providing 
details of where they have 

800C. 

Now, Germany awaits ute 
terrorista’ violent celebration 
of their freedom. 

T^se involved — Rolf-Peter 
'Wagner, SiegUnde Hoffman. 
Brigitte Mohnaupt and Peter 
Boock — are said to be among 
the most committed of die 
latest generation of German 
terrorists. They are believed to 
have taken part in a number of 
murders, including that of the 
kidnapped industrialist. Hanns- 
Martin Schleyer, as well as 
carrying out a series of armed 
robt^ries. 

It was claimed at the time of 
thdr capture that they were in 
Yugoriavia planning a hew 
^mpaig n , and It is reasonaUe 
support that their moUva- 
tioD for such action will have 
been heightened by six mon- 
ths in prison. 

Recently, there has been a 
significant falling-oS in tenorist 
activity in Germany. Diligent 
police work vathin Germany 
itself and increased coopera- 
tion from abroad has brought 
about a large number of ar- 
rests, and it appears that those 
terrorist leaders stni at large 
are either reconsidering their 
situation or else regrouping for 
future attacks. 

Followers of die Baatter- 
Meiohof i^osophy have been 
kept on the ran, and even 
tbeir successes have consisted 
in avoiding, or postponing, 
arrest. It is far too early to 
say that they are a beaten for- 
ce, but they are not what they 
were. 

Left-wing extremism in Ger- 
many today is of a far more 
sophisticated and political cha- 
racter, and resort iq the gun 
seems to be for a tiny mice* 
ricy only. 


Wagner and bis friends will

A spo- 
kesman for tbe government 
described the -affair as a ser- 
ious setback in (he fight aga- 
inst terrorism and called for b 
full e:q?2aRatioa by the Yugo- 
slav authorities. 

Tbe day after tbe release. 
Bonn's Ambassador to Bel- 
grade was recalled for coosuF 
tadoos — always a sign of 
severe di^Ieasure — and there 
has siace been speculation that 
Gemtany wiH withdraw sup- 
port for an improved relation- 
ship between Yugoslavia and 
the European Common Mar- 
ktt. If tWs proves to be cor^ 
rect. the rupture that has taken 
{rface could well prove extte- 
rocly difficult to repair.—

Administration offtciaU say 
Carter is eraicerned that if he 
withdraw^ his promise to 
boost the Pentagon bud^t, he 
might inadvertently help the 
opponents of Senate ratifica- 
tion of a Strai^c Anns Li- 
mtiaiion Treaty.

JOHANNESBURG— A book 
has just been published in 
South Africa about tbe Afri- 
kaner Broederbond, the secret 
organization which faas been 
the real force behind tbe scen- 
es for the last 30 years. 

The author, Hetmie Seifon- 
tein, is fmnseif an Afrikaner 
and w'as once a National Party 
youth leader. Today be is an 
outspoken, critic of the Go- 
vernment's racial and interoa- 
<!onaf policies. He made faes 
name in Che 1960s and eariy 
1970s as the first journalist to 
expose Che octopus-13te Broe- 
derbond on a large scale, Ciim- 
ing down a S40.000 bribe to 
keep quiet. 

Strangely, die book has been 
given more puHidty in the 
pro-Afrikaans newspapers than 
in the anti-govemment Eng- 
lish-language press, reflecting 
wide^read uneasiness among 
Afrikaner Kationalists of any- 
thing underhand in South Afri* 
can public life. 

The book appears at ibe 
time of South Africa’s sensatio- 
nal infor ma tion scanda l over 
rile use of sectA funds to ^wn- 
sor party political projecte. 

The all-male Broederbond 


is unique. Secret and semi-sec- 
organizations exist in many 
countries, but the Broeder- 
bood's Influence extends from 
the highest national levels to 
tbe smallest local structure. 

Only Afrikaners who are 
faithful suf^rters of tbe Na- 
tional Party goverumrat may 
bdong to it. Publicly not a 
word is uttered about its acti- 
vities, let alone Its existence. 

Only five or six times faas 
it issued public statemeots, 
each time under pressure and 
usually in reaction to exposes 
in EngHsh-language news- 
papers. 

The key to Afrikaner natio- 
nalism lies in an imderstaoding 
of rile nature, pfailosopfay, ac- 
tions and maebinatioas of tbe 
Broederbond. The Bond or B8 
consists of 12.000 members or- 
ganized in some 800 cells, call- 
ed “divisioDS." Hie members 
like to regard themselves as 
the “cream'’ of Afrikaner na- 
tionalism. 

It groups not only most na- 
tionalist cabinet ministers and 
parliamentarians but leader 
the dimcb, education, cultural 
movetnencs, labor, police, go- 
vernment services, media, uni- 
versities and the farming eexn- 
munity. 

Ea^ cril consists of 60 
members. There are r^uiar 
monthly meetings, hrid under 
tbe strictest secrecy.

fresh water springs, was. and 
is, an ideal location for com- 
merce. The civilization of Dil- 
mun spread its influence throu- 
ghout the Gulf area, tradins 
with the Babylonians and Su- 
merians and the great Indus 
Valley civilization. Bibby esti- 
mates that Dilmun existed 
from 3000 B.C. to 300 B.C. be- 
fore being Jose ro the world for 
another 2,300 years. He be- 
lieves that tbe Greeks under 
Alexander the Great knew of 
Dilmun but that the culture 
ruched its apex from 3000 
B.C. to 2000 B.C. 

With the discovery of As- 
syrian and Babylonian tablets 


tbe seal of Dilmun and is now 
widely used as a Bahraini logo. 
These and other artifacts testi- 
fied lo tbe existence ot Dii- 
mun as a rich commercial civi- 
lization on the trade route bet- 
ween Mesopotamia (in wbat 
today is Iraq) and the Indus 
Valley civilization (in what to- 
day is Pakistan). 

Now only a few remains arc 
visible, because the archeolo- 
gists filled in (he excavated site 
after their studies. Bibby wan- 
ted ^ the site to be preserved 
until someone with more funds 
and lime can excavate it pro- 
perly. Today ortiy a well, 
scattered stones and part of 



in the ]9th Century A.O., tbe 
word "Dilmun" appeared. 
From this and other piecra of 
evidence Bibby figured that 
Bahrain was once called DU- 
mun. And through his excava- 
tions he later showed that 
Bahrain was, in fact, the fabl- 
ed land. 

The temjide at Barbar, a few 
kilometers from ibe Portuguese 
iFort, is where Bibby found bis 
most impressive evidence. Here 
were several invaluable pieces 
of (he early Dilmun period, 
among them beads vases a 
small copper figurine and *a 
bull's head. The head was 


the temple courtyard structure 
remain for the curious to see. 

Further proof of the prob- 
lems an arefaeoJogist faces — 
lack of time, money, and man- 
power — is apparent at the 
site Bibby thought would be 
the richest of all — tbe tem- 
ple at Diraz. This site, like 
tbe others, is only partially ex- 
cavated. However, one can see 
tbe r emai ns of columos and 
pieces of block which might 
have once been a pool and a 
throne. 

From tbe northwestern lip 
of Bahrain the traveler turns 
eastward and journeys to Ja- 


mira, about five kilometers 
away, where one of a very few 
remaining Bahraini weavers 
makes material for the Arab 
abba. He must work on his 
primitive loom eight to ten 
hours to weave material for a 
single abba. For this he is paid 
(he equivalent of SR 90 by 
village women or tourists. 

The Weaver /s friendly, self- 
reliant and patient, and invites 
visitors to take pictures of him 
at his work. Usually he is 
visited by neighbors who talk 
whh him and smoke tbe shi- 
shah pipe. 

Moving back to the wes> 
coast and riding south one 
sees what first intrigued Bibby 
and brought him back to Bah- 
rain again and again to seek 
Out her history: the burial 

mounds. 

There arc six major fields 

containing an estimated 

100,000 mounds. Every 

mound is the work of 

man, and each coven a stone 
burial vault. The fields stretch 
in some places as far as the 
eye can see. Looking like thou- 
sands of huge aothUls round- 
ed on top. they range from two 
to 14 meters in height. Bibby 
dates the oldest ol‘ them to 
around 2700 B.C.. tbe early 
Dilmun age. 

Continuing south (he visitor 
becomes even more aware of 
the unique juxtaposition of 
modern Bahrain and us past. 
An oil pipeline, looking vul- 
nerable and out oi place, cur- 
ves its way by the burial 
mounds and alongside tbe_ road. 
Its purpose is to carry oil bel- 
weea Saudi Arabia and tbe re- 
finery at Siira on the east coast 
of Bahrain. , . 

In the small village of Aau, 
Dart of a mound structure has 
been used to help build a ru- 
dimentary shop where pottery*, 
one of man's oldest crafts, is 
made in the ancient way. A 
young man powers his potter's 
wheel by fool movement. He 
molds items ranging from 
small ashtray to large plant 
holders. Inside the dark hut 
made of clay and shards only 
one reminder of ihe 20th cen- 
tury is apparent: a red tele- 
phone. The potter's day seems 
to be set by the sun, since the 
but has no electricitv. 

The rest of the tour seems 
almost anticlimatic. 

But the Souk Ai-Kbamis 
Mosque In Jidbafs, a few kilo- 
meters from Manama, offem 
the travd&r a last ^impse of 
old Babiain and shows the gov- 
ernment's attempts to keep its 
heritage visible. A mosque was 
origin^y built on this site in 
tbe IJth century A.D. Jo the 
1500s another was constructed, 
and some of the ruins can 
be seen today. The fohraini 
government has recently restor- 
ed the minarets of tbe shrine, 
which Bahrain dauns to be tbe 
oldest in tbe Gulf area.

John Gerber, of Houston, 
Texas, winner of many 
nation^ chaxapion&hips, is the 
inventor of ihe ace^bowing 
convention that bears his 
name. The Gerber Four Dub 
ConventioD. intnxhiced scene 
forty years ago, operates in 
nvidi the same fashion as the 
Bladcwood Caiveadon. Tte 
diief differ aice is that the 
inquiry for aces starts with 
four dobs instead of four 
notrnmp. 

Oar great advantage of 
using Gerber Is that it pennils 
an earlier retirement from tbe 
twMiwg if ace-showing 
reqxmse is dtsappointing. 


Tbe rey ras e to a fonnehib 
Gerber bid is by steps, just as 
in Blackwood. A foiir-diainixid 
response diows no aces; four 
hearts, one ace; four ^iades, 
two aces; four ootrump, diree 
aces. 

Let's assame you're North, 
playing Gerber, and that 
partner bids one epade. hi Oiat 
the best response would 
be f^ dubs — because tbe 
number of aces your partner 
has determines bow many 
tricks he can make. If be has 
three aces you have a smaO 
slam; if be has four aces you 
have a grand slam. Partner's 
hlgl^card ^Int count is 
rdatively unimportanL 

South’s actual four qtade 
response indicates two aces 
and, of course, you would 
pass. Note that tf you use 
Blackwood, South’s five heart 
response could result in down 
one at five ^qiades if West, for 
example, had a singleton 
diamond to lead. An even 
more disconoefttng response 
to Blackwood would be five 
diamonds. Indicating 0 ^ one 
ace. Missing three aces. South 
would wind up in five ^des 
and aimnw surely go down 
one. 

It nmst be said in bU fair* 
that both cooventions 
have advantages and •• 
disadvantages. It is probably 
better to use Blackwood for 
aces rather than Gerher — 
partly because tbe Gerber 
coevenUon U not widely 
known — but the actual choice 
is all yours.
